DETROIT (AP) - With most 
major pieces stitched into place 
United Auto Workers aivi Ford 
Motor Co. bargainers met today 
to tie off loose ends of a con­ 
tract to end a 45-day strike, 
third longest in industry history. 
Negotiations resumed after an 
overnight recess which followed 
a 31-hour bargaining session, 
longest yet. Two company bar. 
gainers collapsed at the table, 
but it was not known whether 
that contributed to the recess or 
not. 
Already wrapped up, an in­ 
dustry source said, were enough 
big items to make the package 
probably the largest settlement 
in automaking industry and pos­ 
sibly one of the richest ever in 
any industrial field.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS: 
Retirement is a terrible word to some old 
people, a joyous occasion for others. 
Some prefer to settle in colonies of the aged 
away from the noise and confusion of children 
in which escape from property taxes to support 
schools may be a fringe benefit. 
Others want to live where they always have, 
where roots are down and where friends o: 
long standing abound. 
Others seek out new neighborhoods where chil­ 
dren live. 
Some find hobbies an excellent replacement for 
work. 
Others become bored and bitter for being 
forced from the workaday world. 
Some adjust. Others do not. 
But the federal government inspired provisior 
for old age is less than adequate. It is self 
defeating and it should be reshaped. 
Dr. Irving S. Wright of Cornell University, 
president of the American College of Physicians, 
says it eloquently: 
“There is no gain in longevity, even with gooa 
health, if the extra years are without meaning 
to the individual. The benefits of medical pro­ 
gress are but empty gestures if the benefic­ 
iaries must be dependent on pensions, social 
welfare or the support of others, while still 
capable of self-supporting effort.** 
Just as a starter the federal government should 
abolish the law depriving people of their Social 
Security checks if they earn more than a pit­ 
tance. 
Retirees should be encouraged to work if the} 
wish. 
The fulfillment of the American dream shoulc 
not be cut off arbitrary at any age. 
Opportunity may be more important to a man, 
65, than to younger men. A handout is as de­ 
grading to the elderly as it is to others in oui 
society. 
Not only would work produce benefits in self- 
respect and interest in life for the aged but it 
would produce more government revenue. 
The oldsters would pay taxes on their earnings 
and in this way they would contribute to the sup­ 
port of those others who were unable physically 
to work because of the inroads of age or di­ 
sease or a combination of both. 
Because of its inelastic policies the government 
is being unfair to everyone, including the dis­ 
crimination against the potential the elderly have 
,for making a contribution to society.

The benefits of medical pro­ 
gress are but empty gestures if the benefic­ 
iaries must be dependent on pensions, social 
welfare or the support of others, while still 
capable of self-supporting effort.** 
Just as a starter the federal government should 
abolish the law depriving people of their Social 
Security checks if they earn more than a pit­ 
tance. 
Retirees should be encouraged to work if the} 
wish. 
The fulfillment of the American dream shoulc 
not be cut off arbitrary at any age. 
Opportunity may be more important to a man, 
65, than to younger men. A handout is as de­ 
grading to the elderly as it is to others in oui 
society. 
Not only would work produce benefits in self­ 
respect and interest in life for the aged but it 
would produce more government revenue. 
The oldsters would pay taxes on their earnings 
and in this way they would contribute to the sup­ 
port of those others who were unable physically 
to work because of the inroads of age or di­ 
sease or a combination of both. 
Because of its inelastic policies the government 
is being unfair to everyone, including the dis­ 
crimination against the potential the elderly have 
.for making a contribution to society.

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WASHINGTON - In search for 
a conspiracy behind last sum­

ANYWAY

Just 
take a few “ Ms,” for example.

faces starvation lf the British 
close their naval base. The Mal- 
dlve Islands, with fewer than 
100,000 inhabitants, depend tor 
practically all their medical ser­ 
vice on a British floating dis­ 
pensary. The literacy rate of 
Mauritania is under 5%» 
Recently, the 6,000 inhabitants 
of the Caribbean Island of An­

from even a tiny unkm with the 
islands of St. Kilts and Nevis. 
The Anguillans are being en­ 
couraged by the U.N. Committee 
on Colonialism. 
T te Untied Nations, s lld l now 
has 121 members, most of which 
didn’t exist when it eras formed 
22 years ago, already has a 
clear 
majority composed oi 
states with either feeble civilized 
traditions, little wealth or tiny 
populations. Many of them suffer 
from all three disabilities. The 
Assembly is in danger of be­ 
coming a congress of witch doc­ 
tors in striped pants.

PORTA GEVILLE -Did you know 
a good soil test Is the first step 
in deciding how to spend next 
year's fertilizer and limestone 
dollars? Too often the uses of 
fertilizer and lim e becomes plain 
guesswork unless the soil on 
which it is being applied is tested. 
Soil tests serve as a guide to 
proper 
fertilization and lim e­ 
stones 
use. 
Several thousand 
sam ples are taken each year by 
farm ers in the “ Missouri Boot- 
heel" 
Counties. The soil test 
results and recommendations for 
different crops tell you several 
facts 
about 
your soil. These 
farm ers have found that 
soil 
testing saves money. 
The results will tell you ap­ 
proximately how many pounds of 
each nutrient is present per acre 
in the top seven inches of soil. 
a recommendation is then made 
which tells you how much addi­ 
tional nitrogen, phosphate, po­ 
tash, and lim e you should apply 
for different crops. 
Fields to I* fertilized this fall 
or next spring should be sampled 
now. If lim e Is needed, It should 
be applied and plowed deep Into
